abolition of capital punishment should 
let the law alone, and turn their atten- 
tion to tho work of preventing murder, 
If murderers will quit killiug, DO one 
will have reason to complain of the 
hard»htp« of the law. 


JOHN D. LEE, who is now under ar- 


rest for planning and dooming the 
Mountain Meadow massacre some sev- 
enteen years ago, will bo tried at the 
April term of the Utah court. 
It is 


thought tho developments on the trial 
will fully implicate tho Mormon author- 
ities in tho message, and perhaps con- 
tribute to tho downfall of that mon- 
strous fabric of fraud. 


IT is a noteworthy t'aot that in all 


tho Northern States taken together, 
tho Democracy polled fewer votes in 
1874 than in 1872, its apparent g«iu 
in these States being duo to the nb- 
senoe of about 350,000 Republican vo- 
ters. 
But in 
Southern States 


tho Democracy had a majority of 290,- 
000, showing that the strength of the 
party lies in the South, und is main- 
tained as formerly, by intimidation and 
forec. 


INDICATIONS are that tho proposed 


increase of tax on whisky already man- 
ufactured will bo abandoned, and it is 
oven doubtful whether it will prevail 
as to future manufactures.

The Grasshopper Scourge—Destitution 


of tho People-Legislation for Relief 
-The People Hopeful-Misrepresen- 
tation, &e. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN : — Having 


been a reader of your valuable paper 
for a number of years, and being per- 
sonally acquainted with many of your 
readers, I thought that a brief note 
from here sotting forth our condition 
would bo of interest to them, and per- 
haps result in some benefit to us. 
I 


have read numerous letters in different 
papers in regard to the destitution of 
our people, some giving a tolerably 
correct idoa of the real facts of the 
case, while others have ridiculed the 
idea that wo should need help at all. 
But our present condition shows that 
those who made the strongest state- 
ments in regard to our destitution fail- 
ed to give a true idea of the actual suf- 
fering of the people here.^j Many who 
two months ago would have spurned 
the idea of receiving aid, now see the 
wolf at their doors and know not where 
their next meal is coming from. 


Our township is on the western bor- 


der of MoPherson county, and our land 
is high and rolling and the soil rich and 
deep, with plenty of pure water. Not- 
withstanding wo are living in sod 
houses we liko the country, and if we 
can manage to survive until another 
harvest we shall be all right. 
The 


township in tho main has been settled 
within tho last fifteen months, and by 
people of limited means, so that wo had 
no chance to make much of a crop last 
year. 
Considerable sod was broken by 


our hard working and industrious peo- 
ple, and some corn was planted, and all 
felt that with what they could raise 
themselves, and earn by working for 
others, they could manage to reach 
another harvest whon they would be all 
right. 
But while they were counting, 


their bushels of grain in prospect and 
calculating how much fodder they would 
have, thoir attention was drawn to the 
north by what seemed to be a black 
streak or cloud which grew more dense, 
and constantly drew nearer. Soon the 
strange appearance was explained, by 
tho grasshoppers falling like hail upon 
the fields. These, however, seem to 
bo only tho advance guard, and in a 
few days tho main army was upon us 
and devoured every green thing. Many 
of our pooplo'wcre terror stricken and 
left; others wanted to leave and could 
not for lack of means, vrhilo others re- 
solved to got through to another har- 
vest in some way. Nearly all who re- 
mained managed to got in some wheat 
which at present looks well. 
We have 


had a very cold winter since the first 
of January which increases our troubles. 


I am glad to say, however, that 


through the generosity of the people of 
other States we have been relieved. 
Our Legislature held an extra session

DEATH OF THOMAS 0. SMITH. 


A letter received this morning by J. 


Q. A. .Odor, from Hon. E.-O. Smith, an- 
nounces-the death of Thomas O. Smith, 
which occurred at San Jose, California, 
at 2:80 o'clock, r. M., on Monday, tho 
8th instant. 


This news, while it will bring sorrow 


to many hearts, has been expectedjsfpr 
some time, inasmuch as all the reports 
from him and his friends, during the 
past six weeks, have concurred in the 
statement that his condition was ex- 
tremely critical. When he left here in 
November his health was very bad, and 
the trip to California seemed only to ag- 
gravate his disease. Upon his arrival in 
San Jose he grew rapidly worse, until 
his death, which took place on the 8th, 
as above stated. 


The deceased Was about fifty-five years 


of age, and was a native of Maryland. 
He came to Decatur about 1858, and 
continued to reside here until the fall of 
1873, when lie removed with his family 
to California, returning the following 
spring to look after his business inter- 
ests in this locality. In the fall of 1873 
ho again went to California, and came 
back last spring with his wife, returning 
to the Pacific coast, as above stated, in 
November last. 


Mr. Smith was elected Mayor of De- 


catur in March, 1862, and served one 
year. lie was also, for a time, president 
of the First National Bank, of this city. 
During his residence here he made many 
warm personal friends, who will deeply 
regret his death. Always an active, en- 
ergetic man of business, it would have 
been btrange if he had not sometimes 
found himseli crossing swords with some- 
body, and yet we doubt if ho had a per- 
sonal enemy, for his nature was to mnke 
I'ricmls, rather than to iiMeinilc them.— 
Those who knew him best appreciated 
him muni, nnd theru are many men in 
M.ieon coiiiily who will ever iippieuinlu

of need, lie wns a man iirr-enuMciilly
